Mr Fishbucfc was seen last night and,

Chicago, June d.—Frederick J Elliott, 


chief clerk in tbe office of Superintendent 
J. C. Stuart of tbe Galena division of tbe 
Chleago and Northwestern road was In- 
stantly killed while attempting to board 
a moving train at River Forest at 7 
o'clock last night. Scores of men and 
women wbo bad Just left another train 
witnessed tbe accident In horror. 


Elliott bad just gradutaed from tbe law 


department of Lake Forest university, 
but bad been taking extra ieeturre In tbe 
city several evenings each week. Ee left 
bis home In Biver Forest to oome to tbe 
city last night. Tbe fast Cedar Rapids 
train was late and stopped at tbe wont end 
of tbe station to give passengers from the 
suburban safe opportunity to alight on 
either side. , 


The train in which Elliott intended to 


oome to the city was due in fifteen min- 
utes, but to save that time he attempted 
to board the fast train as It started away. 
He carried a law book under one arm, 
and tried to jump on with tbe aid of one 
hand. He waa thrown against the trucks 
of the car and then under tbe wheels, 
which crushed tbe back part of the skull. 


Elliott was 40 year* old, and bad been 


with tbe Northwestern for many years 
His widow is at present visiting In Can- 
ada with four young children.

i H the United States is going to war 
with Spain the powder factories of the 
country should at once begin running 
night and day. 
The North Atlantic 


squadron could burn up in one hour's 
fight more powder than there is stored 
In the great naval magazine at Dover, 
N. J.>and in two hours oould use up all 
the powder there is in the cotmtrywri t- 
able for the guns used on men-of-war. 
In these days the question of powder 
is a most serious one, for two reasons: 
first, more powder could be burned in a 
•ingle naval engagement under present 
conditions than would have sufficed for 
on entire war at the beginning of the 
century: and secondly, a peculiar kind 
of powder has to be used. The North 
Atlantic fleet, composed, as It was until 
recently, of the 14 ships Indiana, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, New York, Brooklyn, 
Columbia, Maine, Texas, Terror, Am- 
phltrite, Puritan. Raleigh, Montgomery 
and Marblehead, could burn, with all 
their guns firing, no less than 1.071,120 
pottnds of powder in one hour. 


'Besides the 14 ships named, the United 


States hot in commission 18 other men- 
of-war—all, except three, modern ves- 
sels.- In the naval magazine at Dover 
there is stored 1,000,000 pounds of pow- 
der. It is doubted that all the other 
naval magazines in the country to- 
gether contain a larger amount. This 
gives £.000,000 pounds of powder as the 
visible supply of the United States. 


The 38 ships of war of the United 


States now in commission could use up 
that supply in one hour. Again, in case 
iof war, a number of ships now out of 
'commission would be placed in commis- 
'•aion, and the demand for powder would 
Ithus be much Increased. When Presi- 


THE 


band of war. would bo liable to 
at sea. Infact, the difficulty of getting 
powder from abroad *in ittmn/ot-wa? 
would "be too great to render that plan 
practicable. But railroad* from all 
over Europe could pour into Spain all 
the powder she could pay for. The 
United States would have to rely upon 
ita own powder mills. 


When- the word powder is used In 


this article, it must be understood that 
powder such as Is used in the firing of 
modeVn naval'ordnance is meant. For- 
merly any old powder would do to fire 
oft a cannon, but things have changed. 
Modern powder tor naval ordnanee Is 
made in hexagonal grains and burns 
slowly. It is not crammed into the cart- 
ridge haphazard, but is packed in care- 
fully, and the loading of one of the 
metal cases which is placed behind the 
projectile Is •, workrequiring great skill 
and experience. 


Down at Fort Wadsworth to a long 


one-story building of corrugated Iron, 
where the powder comes down from 
Dover. Powder i* sent to Fort Wads- 
worth to be prepared for the ship* as it 
is needed, and no large stock is kept on 
hand there; The magazine at Dover, 
away up in the Jersey hills, Is the prin- 
cipal one ta the country, and from it 
are supplied.all the smaller magazines 
on the Atlantic coast. At Mare island 
near San Francisco there is «V maga- 
zine from which the ships of the Pacific 
squadron are supplied. Besides Fort 
Wadsworth, there are substations on 
the Atlantic coast at Portsmouth, H. 
H., Chelsea, Mass.. Norfolk, Va., and 
Pensacola, Fla. At these a^****0™- 
and at the big one at Mare island, «ie 
powder is prepared to go on boatd ship 
just as it wUl be used in the firing of 
•tine guns. 
Of smokeless powder for the big guns 


qf the navy, the United States has none 
whatever. For ithe small bore rapid- 
fire and machine guns there is alimited 
supply. Smokeless powder in this coun- 
try is not yet beyond the experimental 
stage, though eome good results have 
Been obtained. The government factory 
for it* manufacture is at the torpedo 
station at Newport. Recently A cargo 
of smokeless powder and gun cotton 
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, 
.The quarries feomvwhich the an- 


cienta obtained their highly-prized 
Thessalian or verd marble have been 
discovered, and are again being worked 
by an English company. The quarries, 
which have been lost for more than 
1 000 years, are in the neighborhood oi 
Larissa, in Thessaly, Greece. The an- 
cient-workings ore very extensive, there 
being no fewer than ten quarries, each 
producing a somewhat different de- 
scription of marble, provjng without a 
doubt that every variety of this marble 
found in the ruined palaces and 
churches of Some and Constantinople.

In fact, the very 
quarry from which the famous mono- 
liths of St. Sophia, Constantinople, were 
obtained can be identified with abso- 
lute certainty by the matrices from 
which they were extracted. 


In modern times verd antico marble 


has only been obtainable by the de- 
struction of some ancient joork, and it 
has, naturally, commanded extraordi- 
narily high prices. As.ft consequence, a 
number of ordinary modern, greens oi 
Greek, French, Italian and American 
origin have been described and sold a* 
verd antique marble. No one, however, 
who is really acquainted with ihe dis- 
tinctive character of the genuine ma- 
terial could be deceived by, these in- 
ferior marbles Thessalian green U 
easily distinguished from, any other 
green, marble by the following charac- 
teristics: It is a "breccia" of angulai 
fragments of light and dark green, 
with pure statuary white, the whole be- 
ing cemented together with a brighter 
green, while the snow white patches 
usually have their edges tinted off with 
a delicate fibrous green, radiating to 
the center of the white. The cement- 
ing material is also of the same fibrous 
{structure.— Philadelphia Becord.

HISTORIC TELEGRAM. 


It* Sender Recently Retired on a Pe»- 


•loB for Life. 


One of tlie greatest services ever 


rendered by the telegraph was the 
transmission from Delhi of the famous 
telegram of May 11,1857, which warned 
the Punjaub of the outbreak of the In- 
dian mutmj. The telegrapher, Bren- 
dish, who w;nt the message, has just 
retired from the service in receipt of 
a special pension equal to his salaiy. 


Brendish and Pilkmgton were the 


Iwo young sig-nalers under Mr. Todd, 
the superintendent of the Delhi tele- 
grapli office. On Sunday, May 10,^ at 
tour p. m., it was found that the line 
f.-om Meerut was interrupted, and Mr. 
Todd started to find out the break. At 
the bridge of boats across the Juinna 
he was met by the mutineers the fol- 
lowing morning and murdered The 
lads, vrho were left alone in the office 
outside the Kashmir gate, saw the mu- 
tineers pass, and continued steadily 
telegraphing to Lahore all the news 
brought in by peons as to the doings of 
the mutineers m the city. Brendish 
went out at noon to .see what was go- 
ing on, but was desired by a wounded 
British officer tp go in and close the 
doors. There fqr two hours the two, 
with the widow and child of Mr. Todd, 
remained, and at two p. in. Brendish 
went to the Umballa instrument and 
telegraphed the historic message: "The 
Sepoys have come in from Meernt and 
are burning everything. Mr. Todd is 
dead, and, we hear, se% oral Europeans. 
We must shut up. And now I am oft." 


The little party then made its way 


to the flagstaff tower, vs here the Euro- 
peans had congregated, and from there 
saw the blowing up of the magazine. 
That night they fled to Umballa. Be- 
fore they left the tower Pilkington 
went back to the office to send a mes- 
sage for an officer. Every step of the 
way was taken in danger of instant 
death, but the daring- mission was ac- 
complished, for the message is recorded 
as having been received. As the last 
click died away the mutineers burst 
in and the signaler was slain. The 
effect of Brandish** warning message 
to the.

THE LESSONS OF WARFARE. 


ffiuiwpe Learned New Idem from the 


Naval Battle of Yal«. 


Europe learned a good deal from the 
hina-Japaii war, especially in regard 
o naval battles. One immediate result 
was that every power owning: ships of 
war forthwith set to work arming1 
hem with plenty of quick-firing gun*, 
p to the time when the battle of Yalu 


was fought in China seas few had given 
much thought to that class of weapon. 
Jut the Japanese had more foresight, 
nd their quick-firers were used with 
eadly effect Now nearly all the Eu- 
ropean warships are fitted with them. 
England alone has spent over 11,000,000, 
nd is still spending lavishly lor this 
lass of weapon. 
The Turko-Greek war, BO far, 
has 


resented few novelties, but has em- 
hasized anew the value of good artll- 
ery well served. In this connection 
tiere have been some searehings of the 
eart in more than one war depart- 
ment. In Italy particularly there is 
much commotion, and military experts 
re calling for a radical reorganization 
f the artillery branch. The Italian 
military newspaper Esercito declares 
hat Italy possesses 48 batteries of 
even-centimeter guns, which are use- 
ess for effective purposes, and insists 
liat these be forthwith abolished and 
he field artillery wholly armed with 
gruns of nine centimeters, which can be 
red with reasonable rapidity.

The attitude of Enssta in the tussle 


between Turkey/and Greece is ^citing 
much comment and curiosity in diplo-, 
matte circles. It is the general under- 
standing that the disturbance in Crete 
which began the war was Incited by 
Russian Intrigue, and It has been ex- 
pected that sooner or later the czar 
would show his hand and make another 
attempt to acgomptish the purpose 
which Petev the Great bequeathed in 
his will to his successors upon the 
throne. Ever since the Turks captur«d 
Constantinople nnd drove out Conston- 
tlne Russia has aimed to be considered 
the patron and protector of *»»<*»!* 
church all over the world. For 500 
years every Russian has been born 
with the hope that he may some day 
follow the footsteps of the czar through 
a certain gate Into Constantinople, in 
fulfillment of the prophecy of one of 
the early patriarchs that the Russian 
czar would some day reestablish Chris- 
tian worship in the mosque of St. 
Sophia. The gate was walled up two 
centuries ago by one of the sultans be- 
cause of this prophecy. 
Without Constantinople Kussm can- 


not reach the high seas in winter. Her 
fleet is idle except in summer. 
At 


least five months in the year all her 
northern ports are ice-bound, and were 
there no other reason this is enough 
to justify Tier in trying to control the 
Dardanelles. Half the wars in Europe 
during the last four centuries have re- 
sulted from this ambition, nnd all toe 
policies of the Russian government are 
framed with this end in view. Greece 
had a sad experience with Russia in 
1821, 
which may be repeated in the 


present emergency. Then on extraor 
dinary woman was concerned. 
Her 


name was Mme. de Krudener, of Ger- 
man ancestry, ,but a Russian subject, 
whose husband held high rank in the 
diplomatic service of the czar. She was 
a beautiful and clever woman, devoted 
to pleasure, frivolity and intrigue until 
his death, when she went to live with 
her mother at Riga. 


There she was converted to Christi- 


anity by a poor Moravian lay-preacher 
who made her shoes, and, abandoning 
the gay world, she devoted herself to 
the study of the Scriptures, to charity 
and missionary work. She was the ia- 
tlmate friend of the good Queen Louis 
of Prussia, who gave her active en 
couragement in her religious duties. 
She converted the mother of Em- 
peror Alexander, the queen of Sweden, 
the queen of Bavaria, Queen Hortense 
of Holland, the grand duchess of Hesse 
and members of other royal families 
She traveled through Europe as an 
evangelist, preaching Christianity to 
Protestants and Catholics alike, and 
excited a religious revival second only 
to that inspired by Martin Luther. 
Alexander I. of Russia, who had natur- 
ally a deep religious feeling, after the 
retreat of Napoleon sent for her to 
come and tench him. She joined his 
camp, followed the allied army to Paris 
in the suite of the czar and returned 
with him to St. Petersburg, vthereehe 
was attached to the court, and served 
not only as his religious adviser, but 
as n Bible teacher in his family. She 
interested him in the condition of the 
Christians in the Mohammedan coun- 
tries, and under his encouragement 
and auspices she organized a secret re- 
ligious order known as the "Hetair- 
ists." This order was ostensibly for 
the relief of Christians, and particular- 
ly members of the Greek church who 
were perseeuted by the Moslems, but 
its real purpose was the overthrow of 
the Ottoman empire, and, with the 
knowledge and approval of Alexander 
of Russia, a rebellion against the sul- 
tan broke out simultaneously in Greece, 
Bulgaria, Servia and all Danube prov- 
inces, under the leadership of Alex- 
ander Ypsilanti, and his brother De- 
metrius. Alexander was the aid-de- 
camp of the czar and his devoted friend, 
nnd left St. Petersburg for the sole pur- 
pose of inciting this revolution through 
the Hetalrists.—Chicago Record. 


FIRST SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


John Wesley's In Georsrla Antedate* 


Robert Bailees' BO Year*. 


In recounting the ministrations of 


John Wesley in Georgia, where the fa- 
mous preacher sowed the first seeds of 
Methodism In America, Rev. W. J. Scott, 
D. »., claims that Wesley established 
the first Sunday school in the world, 
at Savannah. In connection with hla 
other: l»bQTSi..whlch were indeedprodi- 
glous,: Wesley iboon of ter,his arrival in 
Georgia,^ JT38, began to provide for 
the Sunday school instruction of the 
children jof the parish. His devotion to 
children,at times almost amounted to 
Infatuation. 
Cbitdreji were'likewise 


equally a,ttached'-ta him, as shown In 
their Intercourse With himv Both on 
week days and Sabbaths he gave no 
little attention ix> educational Wit. 
As a preliminary'labor on tae&Ubath, 
before ae'evenlng service, he required 
them to convene ln,the church, at which 
time he catechlsed'them thoroughly 
and fundaaed, them with additional 
teaching*Jtrom the JBible itaelf. 


In thefe present Wesleyan Memorial 


church, In Savannah, Ga^ there is a 
Sunday «chool room Into which hun- 
dreds of children crowd for Sunday in- 
struction. The original school was less 
In number, but it was unquestionably 
the first Sunday school In tbe -world. 
When taught by Wesley it numbered be- 
tween^ 60 and 75 scholars, but from all 
accounts there •were few, if any»r'tn- 
dian 'boys in Ids earner classes. A 
very htgnjittthoH^iSfr Clones'Bead, 
M. ¥..££. D., Of England, la clearly of 
tbe opinion that this' Sunday school 
was the first founded la the world, and 
that It antedates *y a half century 
the secular Instruction of Robert
